Dr. Earnc."- said that the floods 
whjch caufed ,«o' much damage in ths 
ea*t «nd of Montreal in the past 
îprinirs were due to the great thick- 
ness of Ice .ilonc thi? fhiinnel, which 
Cfcused this water to bark up. 

30 FEET OF ICE 
'. It; is .his idea, to keep the channel 
comparatively free of anchor Ice and 
frazee .-io that the water will not bo 
backed up as in the past. In some 
places it is not uncommon to find 30 
feet of ice in the St.' Lawrence, he 
■aid. This seriously interfer? with tho 
current and it is this interfering 
thickness of ice that Dr. Barnes plans 
to remove. 

Shipping men in Montreal are view- 
ing the Government grant with favor, 
and are very interested in the experi- 
ments which Dr. Barnes proposes to 
. carry out. A number of prominent 
shipping men, in addition to. Govern- 
ment officials and engineers will be 
present when Dr. Barnes starts work 
on the ice jam above !?ore!.

Despite the many stories abovt 
Russia, there is little, in reality 
known: and of all the aspects of this 
enigmatical state, that about which 
public opinion is most confused is her 
foreign policy. On the one hand are 
heard claims of tremendous appro- 
platipns" {■•or,-prflpagflndar"aBd^bf"'el-- 
aborat* s.vstem for its propagation. 
On the other there is noticed Rus- 
sia's signature of tiie Kellogg Treaty 
and recent peaceful overtures with 
Poland. Labour troubles and the 
banishment of. the Russian Trade 
Commission from . England would 
Imply .some sort of activity, was. the 
opinion of one member of the Club 
Executive 

Other Features

consliiutcR «. department of activity 
for all stales, there are other feat- 
ures of- Russia's outlook on her for- 
i^ipn regulations which provide a 
field Of interest. Russia has attempt- 
ed siich a dcpartiil-c from the esla\(- 
llshed deportment of modern .states 
that her foreign rclationse stand, lo 
reveal an important brandi of lirr 
new-born political development.

"Antiquity of Man" Treated 
in Lecture by Dr. Clarke 

ARTISTIC BEINGS 



Many Relics Found of Races 
Which Formed Basis of 
Civilisation 



The first of ili.- Ici-iun-s on '.Man'.-' 
Life I'Ml l-;anli,' wa.-^ ^iv(■u by Dr. '1'. 
II. Clarl;!' in llio li'i-turc-rooiu in llie 
Kcdpatli .Musoiihi last niglit. The topic 
was "Tho Anli(|uity • " Man," and in 
it Dr. Clarke dealth with the evidences 
that prc-hi.'jloric man left behind, the 
sites, whero they may be found, tho 
climatic ehanges during the time of his 
earliest ilovelopmcnl and witli .«onio of 
ilie rcm.nins that have been found. 

Speakin.t; on tho theory o( evolution 
lie said that it is one that many of the 
earlier fîreek philosophers were ,ac- 
iiualnted with and often mentioned in 
llieir works. AVIth them, however. It 
Was mainly sjiociilai ive, and tlio tlic- 
ory had lo wail till tlip lime of Dar- 
win before it received a fonnilation 
on fai-i.'<. Its aoneral aoceptanco has 
l>f.'pn liiniiered throughout tho ages, by 
the interference of the church, and on 
one fainoiii» orcasion by the action of 
a man of .science. 

It was not until tho return of .i sail- 
or from a voyage to ,\frlca, that the 
civilized world heard .•iboiil the exis- 
tence of the chimpanzee. The story 
was backed up by fact, and its truth 
e.etabli.«hed. -After much discussion, 
the Martlin,^- ."latomont tliat llils was 
a_ relative of man was accepleil, niiioli 
a'^.iinst iho wislies of the I'linrch, 
which fought strcnously against it 
and is still doing so. 

Dr, Clarke then spoke on the evi- 
dences of pre-historic man. Ho said 
that for many years flints chipped to 
a certain shape, bones carved to suit 
.several different purposes, or to cer- 
tain designs, were often found; but 
iheir significance was not understood, 
Jt was not until their discovery in the 
proximity' of very old human remaiiis' 
that it was roc-o.qnizcil tiiat ihey had 
been niaiic by men, of nian-lil-;c nni- 
inals. wlilcli liarl lived In truly pi'C- 
historic times. Tlioso then were iin- 
dei-stood to be mute evidences of how 
ho lived. Flints, which onco appeared 
to bo just sharp stones of a peculiar 
ib-.'^iun. assumed liio form of primu- 
tive knives and scraper.s. They were 
lhi> means Viy wliidi the remote an- 
cestors of man killed and preparnl 
their food, of by means of which they 
cleaned skins to serve him for cloth- 
ing.

Tricks jOf Heat 
Aré_Explained 

Dr. Keys Gives Second of 
Series of Popular Lectures 

THERMOMETER SCALES 

Sun is Ultimate Source of all 
Heat and Energy 

JIany little known and useful prac- 
tieal points, in connection with l|pat 
were mentioned last night by Dr. Keys 
In a lecture on "The Heal AVe Feel". 

Dr Shaw was unable to lecture last 
night, his place being taken by Dr. 
Keys. The lecture Is the .second of 
the popular series of lectures being 
given by members of the Department 
oC Physics,. Tho different tyi>os of 
thermometers used were explained, as 
well as the various ways by which the 
fiuantiiy of heal and also the capacity 
for bodies of different kinds to take 
up heat. Dr. Kcy.s also showed the 
effect of heating several bodies, and 
their ability to do work when their 
temperatures 'Were raised. 

Tiiere are two types of thermo- 
meters which arc generally used in 
.science. Tho Fahrenheit,' on which 
the, liolHiig point- is ÏZ1-B degrees, and 
freezing 32 degrees. Is used in North 
America and England, while tho Ccn- 
tlgradc, with freezing at 0 degrees, and 
holing ul 100 degrees, is used on the 
Continent. While tho boiling point of 
water Is 212 degrees, many substances 
can 1)0 heated to a far greater extent. 
For instance the heat on tho surface 
of the sun is calculated at lOSOO de- 
grees F. whlio that on tho inside of a 
star about Gl.OOO.OOO. Though there 
appears to be no limit lo the use in 
loniperalurc, a limit has been reached 
In tho other direction ai -(.'il ilegrecs. 

AValer, however, can bo healed more 
and morn and still it will not go be- 
yond the boiling point. It can also he 
cooled lo ■ greater extent hut will not 
go below fi'oezing, when II changes In 
lo Ice, 

The next riue.stlon thai arises Is how 
we aro able to measure heal. If wo 
take a jiound of water ami ral.-^e li s 
Icmpcraluro one degree centigrade, we 
will have iiscrl one British Thermal 
Unit. This form of measurement lo 
not, however, generally used in scien- 
tific Investigation. The common 
medium is (he caloric, or tho amount 
of bout Mf|uired lo rulso one gram o;' 
water o.ii: degree centigrade. 

I£ wo take twj vessels, one ooi.lain- 
Ing water and the other lead but both 
weighing tlio same, wo find that the 
one containing tlie lend heats about

Society To Hear 
Noted Physicist 

Dr. H. M. Tory to Speak 
Before Sigma XI Today 



Contemporary French and Italian 
drama aro in the forefront ot the 
European theatre of today, deelared 
Prof. A. S. Noad, of .\Irf;ii| Univer- 
sil}. speaking before the ^Vomen's 
Art Society yesterday In Stcven.-'on 
Hall. The rise of the post-war French 
theatre was attributed by the .lec- 
turer to the Influence of the Italian 
playwright, Pirandello, tho aciinc of 
whose plays in Paris has greatlv 
Influenced the French dramatists of 
today. 

New fields h.xve been exploited in 
the drama — such scientific maitor.T 
as relativity, the theory of the atom, 
and the complex new psycholo;,-y. 
Prof. Xoad stated. Pirandello pro- 
duced a play every year for fifteen 
years, he said, and analyzed "Cost e 
s« Vi Pare"" ' and "Henry IV" The 
Italian dramatist, he noted uses the 
sex question merely to get his plot, 
an* Is pre-eminently an Intellectual 
playwright. 

The Influence of Pirandello was 
felt immediately in France through 
tho work of two brilliant young play- 
.wrlghti. Le Normand and Bevnarii. 
Prof. Noad declared. Xe^'Normand ex- 
ploits diseased personality and has 
effectively exploited the subconscious 
mind. To both of these, man Is an 
Isolated being in a stranKO univers.^, 
surrounded by powers which may be 
inimical to him and which are beyond 
his control. Le Normand has maU^ 
use cf Freudian - psycliology and in 
five years this young dramatist h.is 
conquered the conservative strons- 
hold of Paris. Bernard whom the 
lecturer described as the better i-rafl- 
sman. is not so pessimistic, and 
makes great use of silence In his 
plays. "His niost Important remarks 
aro Implied," said Prof. Noad. 

These two Frenchmen have follow- 
ed the path marked out by Pirandello, 
but it has not been so in England, th'f | 
lecturer afflriiied, although Barrie and 
Shaw have the same tendencies. Bui 
no one of the new writers has ex- 
ploited the new field of psychology, 
and consequently Franco lias stolen 
a march on the other countries ot 
l-^urope in this direction.

Seurees ef Heab 

The bcjt known producer of Iieat Is 
tht sun, which brit.»;!; hejt in the 
frrm of radla.io], Th»p there ar« the 
chemical sources of heat. The heat 
energy of our body !* obtained from 
the chemical reaction of the food which 
we e»t. Friction also produces a high 
enough temperature to boll water. 
Thermit, a mixture of Iron oxide and 
nluminun when IH, produces a toni- 
peralure of 50000 degrees F. due to 
chemical reaction. 

TTte question now asked Is "Can 
you turn heat into work? Yes. if th.s 
change la -for a high temperature to 
a low one. "This is shown in the change 
in the temperature of steam from -tOO, 
300 degrees F which gives enough 
' ii' i-ey to drive the engine. 

To show the effect of heat, take a 
bar one side of which is copper, and 
the other iron,- and heat it. The bar 
will bend because the copper expands 
faster than the iron. AVlien the bar 1» 
cooled it will straighten out ,Tgaln. The 
volume of a gas is al.«o con,sidcrnl)ly 
changed by ilie application of heat. 
This principle of oxiianslon and con- 
traction also of great use In tho build- 
ing of bridges and other engineering 
teats.

Peds of sui-h rentalns sire In be 
found in tlio.-i.' plai .\« wlili-h llio an- 
ri'stors iif man IiimHiI In b(^ esiierlally 
suited to llielr in(>de iif life. Some- 
times It was on the banks ot a river, 
where fish and water were tilways ob- 
tainable. Hence, the terraces ot river 
banks (as the graduated slopes ot 
rivers are known in scientific par- 
lance) prove excellent hunting 
•.;;'iiiinds I'l.i- wnrki-rs, Simil-irilly, <dd 
rrmplim grounds also are ot extreme 
':nportiince. One case, which Dr. 
Clarke mentioned, was that of a 
ciimp in France where the bones nf 
horses and cows, that were used as 
food, can be found by just turning 
nvi<r a few feet of soil. I'avcs and 
places wlieve permanent abode wa.s 
made are rich In such remains. 

Dr. Clarko then dealt witli the 
i hanges in tho last period before tho 
development ot man Into his present 
'civilized' stage. During this last i>or- 
iod. he ."aid, there had been fotu" gla- 
cial periods, when the ice from the 
northern regions como down into 
what now are the moat densly popu- 
lated areas of the world. The first 
three periods were not so severe as 
the fourth, but nevertheless, Ice was 
then hundreds and quite possibly 
thnu^^ands ot feet thick even as far 
south as Now York and St. Louis, in 
Xorthcrn America. But in those inter- 
glacial stretches these places were 
warm enough for many plants and 
animals, -which are now found only In 
the warmest regions to live and 
flourish In. An example of what the 
world rvsoniblcd In the periods ot ieo 
is to be seen In Greenland which is 
at present in the gl.'ioial state. 
The Oldest Fossil Remain 
The oldest fossil remain 4f man Is 
the 'Plltdown' skull, said Dr. Clarke. 
It was found in a gravel pit In Kng- 
land. I: was badly diiiiiaged by the 
men who found it, when being re- 
moved. However, from the brain-box 
which Is Intact, and from tho parts 
of the lower Jaw which was broken, 
skillful reproduction of what It Is to 
have been like has been made. The 
retnodeled skill Is that of a man who 
po.-.-efised bruln-box larger than 
the ape, but had not yet lost tho simi- 
larity to the features of the ape en- 
tirely. The lower jaw still projecting 
In front ot the upper and by about 
an Inch. 

The next lecture will deal with the 
life of man in Europe. It will give a 
fairly cuiillnuous deHcrlpliun of liis 
occupation of that country. Tbis can 
bo traced In a practically unbroken 
line up to the present date. The lec- 
ture will be' held in the lectiire-rooni 
iif tho lledpath JIugcum at S next 
Tuesday.

Dr. Barnes felt that certain project- 
ed developments along tho St. Law- 
rence would acoenluutc the iiroblem 
winter months. "'Wo arc at a critical 
ot keeping tho river open during the 
point In the history of the river," he 
said. 

"If we leave tho St. Lawrence river 
alone for the, next thousand years, it 
will create Its own deep channel .and 
Montreal w,lll be an open port all 
year round." declared Dr. Barnes, de- 
scribing the way In which the river 
uses the Ice aji a tool to cut such .a 
channel. "However, we can't wait for 
the .St. Lawrence to do this Itself," he 
renjarkcd. 

Some facts about Ice, which proved 
highly Interesting to the audience, 
were given. Dr. Barnes told the club 
thai Ice is always present In water, 
oven when It Is boiling, and th.tt It 
llM» liquid "Ice" could bo eliminated 
fi'oni water, tho latter would never 
freeze. Through experiments, the 
lecturer said, ho had been able to re- 
duce the "ice" content of water to a 
considerable extent In the laboratorj-. 
Perfectly clear Ice, ho said, Is freo ot 
micrnlins.

Iho situation very gi^oatly, ho that the 
hi-ven floods of the last conlury do 
not occur. 

Pictures showiiig how ice is fo|-med 
were also displayed, togetl^er wllh 
churls recording the temper.-ituro .i| 
the water at various points along thi 
.'^l. Lawrence, and tho rise and derllni- 
of ice formation in the river during 
Iho wlnler months, . , 

Dr. Barnes sla ted that tho problem •'>r 
keeping tho rivier open Is really only 
concerned with one month in tho year 
— January. The warm water from 
I^ake Dntnrlo would tako care of it 
during December, the only other 
serious month as far ns ice formallon 
Is concerned.
